Fred and Annie celebrate 70 years of marriage

WHEN Fred Keys and 
Annie Dean got hitched in 
July, 1941, they hoped for 
a long and happy marriage 
but knew the odds were not 
all in their favour. 

Fred, at 19, was soon called 
up to fight in north Africa 
and didn’t see his childhood 
sweetheart for another four 
years - and Annie had a 
narrow escape herself when 
a bomb fell on the Oliver Pell 
factory where she worked in 
Cambridge Row, Plumstead. 

So it was some achievement 
to celebrate their 70th wedding 
anniversary on Sunday (July 
10 ). 

Annie is 90 and Fred will catch 
her up in December. They’ve 
lived on the Horn Park estate 
in Lee for 60 years and moved 
in with daughter Sandra and 
her husband Jim in Alnwick 
Road last October after Annie 
was taken poorly. 

The platinum wedding couple 
got married in St James’s 
Church, Plumstead. Tragically, 
they lost their first baby, 


Barry, to a ‘flu epidemic at 12 
weeks while Fred was away at 
war. But the word that crops 
up when you chat to them 
is “lucky”, especially still 
having each other. 

“We played together as kids 
on the swings and on our 
bikes,” said Annie. “When we 
were a bit older we used to 
cross on the Woolwich Ferry 
to cycle to Southend. 

“Fred was bullied when he 
was young because he had 
a stutter but it made him 
a rebel and he’d have a go 
back. When we went to the 
pictures he paid but I asked 
for the tickets. I looked after 
him.” 

Fred said: “Joining the 
army was good for me, I 
expected them to take the 
rise out of me because of 
the stutter but they didn’t 


and that made a big difference 
to me. I was grateful.” 

They went on to have two 
more children, Sandra and 
Ray, who now lives in Spain. 

Fred worked at Power 
Petroleum, later BP, for 36 
years and played football and 
cricket for them, goalkeeper 
and wicket-keeper. In later 
years he played bowls, Annie 
going along to make the tea 
and raffle kippers. 

“We’ve always liked going 
out, we were never in,” said 
Fred. “We used to go to the 
Bankers Draft pub in Eltham 
and down the Rochester Way 
Social Club and Eltham Hill 
Club. I still have a pint of lager 
at dinner time. Annie likes a 
vodka and lemonade.” 

They like to sit and watch the 
telly together, GT being asked 
to turn up after ‘Deal Or No 


Deal’ had finished. 

“We still get on well because 
we help each other,” said Annie, 
who used to be a barmaid and 
for 19 years the lollipop lady in 
nearby Westhorne Avenue. 

“I got knocked over once but 
in court they tried to say it 
was my fault. I told the judge 
I wouldn’t stand for that 
and wouldn’t be back. I was 
threatened with contempt of 
court but still didn’t go back.” 

Fred added: “We’ve had a 
good life and I’m just waiting 
to go now. I’ve been lucky, I’m 
not bothered. We’ve been well 
looked after by Sandra and 
Jim.” 

Annie looked at Fred and 
said: “We’ve been lucky to have 
each other for so long. I want to 
go before him because I shall 
be lost without him.”

THOUSANDS of Greenwich school 
children and borough residents got 
an exciting taste of the Olympics 
at the equestrian test events in 
Greenwich Park last week. 

Thirty-nine riders from 23 different 
countries tried out the specially -built 
raised arena which staged the dressage 
event and tested a 19-jump cross country 
course over three days. 

It was due to be followed by two more 
days of competition with laser shooting 
and riding for the modern pentathlon at 
the weekend. 

Greenwich Council ran a ballot to 
allocate a thousand tickets to Greenwich 
residents and received over 12,000 
requests within the first six days. The 
council also handed out 3,500 tickets 
to local school children so they could 
experience the thrills and atmosphere of 
an Olympic event. 

A group of Year 6 pupils from Rockliffe 
Manor Primary School in Plumstead 
went to the opening test events last 
Monday. Three young horse fans who go 
riding themselves were thrilled to see 
the dressage horses and riders in action. 
“It’s just exciting to be here and watch it 
going on,” said Beth 10. 

Lily, 11, said: “We thought we were 
really lucky to be able to see this.” 

And Ellis, 11, said: “Seeing the horses 
dancing on sand is really cool.” 

The school parties also included a group 
from Bishop John Robinson Primary 
School at Thamesmead. Johnny, 11, who 
has ridden both a horse and a donkey, 
said: “The best bit is when the horses 
go in the water.” Ty, 11, said: “I think 
it’s an epic event.” And Jonathan, 11, 
said: “It’s a really nice event, just like 
watching the real Olympics next year.” 
The events were masterminded by 
LOCOG, the London Organising 
Committee for the Olympic Games, as 
a dummy run to test facilities ahread of 
next year. 

Locals who went along last week went 
home thrilled by their visits. Watching 
the dressage on Monday was Ann Leane, 
from Old Woolwich Road, Greenwich, 
who has lived in the borough for 22 
years. 

“I like horses, and looking at the 
quality of the horses and the riders 
is mind-blowing. It’s a display of first 
class equestrian ability. Being here is 
a privilege and an opportunity not to 
be missed. I was very surprised to get 
tickets,” she said.

“I’m impressed by the layout, I think 
the protective covering over the grass 
has been put down with great care, 
and it will be easy to return it to how it 
was, ’’she added. 

Film-maker Mark Nunneley and his 
wife Kitty, who live near the Cutty Sark, 
watched the cross country action. “We 
aren’t remotely ‘horsey’ but we have 
always been very keen on the Olympics 
and we were delighted when we heard 
some of the events were going to be held 
in Greenwich Park,” said Kitty. “It’s 
been very well laid-out and is better 
than I thought it was going to be. They 
have done a huge amount to protect the 
park.” 

Karen Fullard was there with her 
daughters Georgia, 14 and Rachel, 

13. She said: “We think it’s brilliant. 

It’s fantastically well-organised and is a 
beautiful setting. Greenwich Park has a 
history of horse-riding anyway and it’s 
nice to see horses back in the park.” 
Sophie Payne is hoping her parents’ 
world-class horse will be competing in 
the full Olympics next year. “We came 
last autumn for the walk around the 
course which the organisers put on for 
horse owners. It’s really impressive how 
much the course has been improved 
since then, and it’s completely different 
from other equestrian venues because 
it’s in the middle of London.” 

Team GB rider William Fox-Pitt was 
celebrating after Britain clinched 
first and third place in the equestrian 
events. He told GT: “It’s been a terrific 
experience and we’re very lucky to have 
been here and sampled a taster for next 
year. It’s been great to try out the course 
and mentally it will give us a boost.” 
Pubs, restaurants and cafes around 
Greenwich Park reported a big surge in 
business while last week’s test events 
were taking place. Kate Lawrence, 
assistant manager of the Kings Arms in 
King William Walk said: “Tuesday was 
just manic, and takings were up by 30 
per cent. Apart from tourists, lots of our 
customers were staff and organisers from 
the events. We expect to be even busier 
in 2012, and we will have to get a lot more 
staff in for next year.”

THE Duke of Edinburgh is due in 
Greenwich today (Tuesday, July 12) 
to open the new £35 million Sammy 
Ofer wing at the National Maritime 
Museum. 

The Duke, himself a former naval officer, 
will cut the ribbon in front of VIP guest 
and declare the new wing officially open. 

Shipping magnate Sammy Ofer, 89, 
who contributed £21 million towards the 
project, had been due to attend but died 
at his home at Tel Aviv, Israel, on June 3 
after a long illness. His sons are expected 
to attend today’s opening ceremony. Mr 
Ofer had also contributed millions of 
pounds to the restoration of the Cutty 
Sark. 

The new wing is the largest 
development in the museum’s history 
and is being seen as a catalyst for it to 
change completely the way it presents its 
galleries, exhibitions and events. 

The pr oj ect includes a special exhibitions 
gallery allowing the museum to stage 
a full programme of temporary shows; 
a permanent gallery called ‘Voyagers’ 
that will tell the story of Britain and the 
sea; a restaurant and cafe with 
views over Greenwich Park: 
and a state-of-the-art library 
and archive bringing much 
of the museum’s world 
renowned archive on site 
for the first time. 

The new wing gives 
the museum an 
opportunity to focus on 
the stories of adventure, 
discovery, tragedy, 
courage and disaster 
that make it distinctive, 
leaving visitors with a 
richer understanding 
of Britain’s maritime 
heritage. Material that 
will go on show will include 
Captain Cook’s handwritten 
journals and the log book of 
Robert Maynard, the man who 
killed Blackbeard the infamous pirate. 
The museum also holds Shackleton’s 
personal copy of Browning’s poems 
which he carried with him to the Arctic, 
and the log book of slave ship captain 


John Newton, who wrote the hymn 
Amazing Grace. 

The museum has the world’s most 
important maritime archive, 
containing 100,000 books and 
nearly two miles of shelved 
manuscripts. Professional 
researchers, students, 
community groups and 
people exploring their 
family history will have 
unprecedented access to 
a vast range of journals, 
letters, records, charts, 
prints and drawings as 
the new wing enables 
key archives to be stored 
at Greenwich for the first 
time. 

Greenwich Council 
leader Chris Roberts, said: 
Sammy Ofer’s commitment 
and support to the maritime 
heritage of Greenwich is almost 
unsurpassed. It is very sad that he was 
not here to see the opening of the wing 
that was named after him. The museum’s 
expansion simply could not have taken 
place without his generous support.”

Zoe’s team-mate grabs the silver medal

IT was like Zoe Smith all 
over again at the Balfour 
Beatty London Youth Games 
at Crystal Palace on the 
weekend of July 1/2. 

As the London 2012 
weightlifting hopeful pulled 
out of the Games with an 
injury, her place in the 
Greenwich team was taken by 
a girl who had only just taken 
up the sport from gymnastics. 

Sean Archer, from the 
Crossways gymnastics club 
in Thamesmead, took Zoe’s 
place after just two sessions 
but still won the silver medal. 

Sean, who was persuaded 
to have a go just two days 
before the competition, said: 
“Zoe Smith was supposed to 
be doing the weightlifting 
but she dropped out due to an 
injury and at the last minute 
I had to step in and I only 
had two sessions before the 
competition. 

“But I’ve really enjoyed 
it and I think I will pursue 
weightlifting as well. My 
mum wants me to stay in 
gymnastics, though, so I think 
I’ll do that too.” 

All 33 London boroughs 
descended on Crystal Palace 
to take part in 18 sports across 
two days, and Fearn Cook 
grabbed the 50m freestyle 
bronze for Greenwich in the 
pool. 

The 16-year-old Eltham 
Foundation School pupil 
touched home in 26.61 seconds 
with her exploits helping 



Greenwich into fifth place in 
the overall female swimming 
competition. “I was really 
pleased with that swim and 
it feels great to get a medal,” 
said Cook. “This is a great 
competition to take part in 
and it’s great to represent your 
borough , so I’m really pleased 
with how things have gone.” 

Those stand-out 

performances, coupled with a 
third-place finish in the female 
athletics competition - largely 
thanks to Renee Ross-Gordon’s 
100m gold - saw Greenwich 


finish the overall London 
Youth Games competition in 
11th place. 

Richmond won the Jubilee 
Trophy for the first time in the 
competition’s history, edging 
out Wandsworth by just five 
points. 

A spokesman for Balfour 
Beatty told GT: “We are

YOUNGSTERS from Greenwich 
schools tackled the fast-flowing 
rapids of the Lee Valley White Water 
Centre last month. 

They got a taste of London 2012 at the 
only brand-new Olympic venue that 
people can use before the Games.

“Young people are at the heart of the 
authority’s Olympic legacy commitment 
and the Schools Festival is just the first 
step in our plans to engage with the 
community and give pupils across the 
capital and surrounding regions a real 
taste for what will be happening on their 
doorsteps next year.”

Police in pub 
to fight 
hate crime 

POLICE have launched a new surgery 
where people can report hate crime in 
confidence. 

The new service is aimed at people who 
are being verbally or physically abused 
because people think they are lesbian, 
gay, bisexual or transgender. 

On the last Friday of the month police 
officers are available in the Rose and 
Crown public house in Croom’s Hill, 
Greenwich, where hate crimes can be 
reported with complete confidentiality. 
They will also provide leaflets with 
advice and information on issues related 
to hate crime. 

Dedicated LGBT officer DC Stephen 
Proctor said: “Anyone who has 
been verbally or physically abused, 
harassed or attacked because someone 
thinks you are lesbian, gay, bisexual 
or transgender should report it to 
us. Tackling hate crime may prevent 
someone else becoming the next victim. 
It sends a clear message to offenders 
that their behaviour is not acceptable 
and thus reduces the likelihood they 
will re-offend.” 

He added: “Our surgery has a pivotal 
role in helping people to come 
forward and all officers involved fully 
understand the issues faced by the 
LGBT community across London.”

THERE’S a good square meal and 
lots of fun for Eltham’s elderly at a 
twice-weekly lunch club. 

The get togethers are laid on by the 
Mary Dolly Foundation - and there’s 
plenty of room for new members. 

GT called in on the Wednesday 
club, which meets at the Anstridge 
Community Hall in Anstridge Road. 
Volunteer cook Pauline Tester had 
spent the morning preparing fish ’n’ 
chips. 

“I just love cooking, and I was more 
than happy to take charge of the meals 
when the Foundation approached me,”

£3, which includes any treatments on 
offer. Also on offer is bingo and a weekly 
raffle. In charge of the raffle is former 
Royal Marine Bert Arnold, 86. “I just

got lumbered with the job, but it keeps 
me out of mischief,” he said, with a 
twinkle in his eye. The Foundation runs 
a second weekly lunch club on Fridays 
at Coldharbour Community Centre in 
William Barefoot Drive near Fiveways. 

“We are trying to encourage more 
people to come along, particularly 
to Anstridge Road,” Pauline added. 
“Some of our members have done so 
well socialising here that they have 
made a network of new friends and go 
on outings with them, which means we 


have room for more members.” 

The Mary Dolly Foundation was 
founded to help and support children, 
young people, families and elderly 
people access services they may 
otherwise not be able to use, provide 
opportunities, help alleviate the effects 
of emotional distress, and help people 
reach their full potential and enhance 
their quality of life.

Renew tax 
credits by July 31 


REMEMBER to renew your 
tax credits claim by 31 July, 
otherwise your payments will 
stop and you may have to repay 
some of the tax credits you have 
already received. 

IF you get tax credits, the Tax 
Credits office should have 
contacted you to check they paid 
you the correct amount last year 
and to ask you to renew your 
claim for this year. 

Remember to renew your 
tax credits claim by July 31, 
otherwise your payments will 
stop and you may have to repay 
some of the tax credits you have 
already received. 

To renew your claim you need to 
check that the information used 
to work out last year’s award 
was correct. You must also tell 


them about any changes to your 
personal situation and your 
current income. You can do this 
by filling in the forms you have 
received, or by ringing the Tax 
Credit helpline on 0845 300 3900.

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with an 
urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941. Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert.

In the last two years, with 
no major label backing and 
still at only 19 he’s built two 
internet fan pages with over 
50,000 followers, has had 
over three million YouTube 
views and airplay on MTV 
and BBC radio. 

With support from Tinie 
Tempah and representation 
from the man who managed 
Tinie, Reece looks set to go 
even further. 

The singer from Eltham 
told Scene: “Last year I 
did over 100 performances 
around the UK. I performed 
alongside N-Dubz and Jay-Z, 
Lily Allen, Tinie Tempah 
and Professor Green. This 
Summer I have a lot of 
festivals I’ve been booked 
for including the Wireless 
Festival.” 

The Greenwich-born 
songwriter started singing 
almost before he could talk 
and grew up in a musical 
household. 

He said: “Everyone around 
me loved music as I was 
growing up and I thought: T 
want to jump onto that!’ 

“I come from a family where 
everyone listens to music 
like Abba and stuff like that.

Play beamed live into cinema 


Chekhov ’s 
in the post 



FEW people would 
suggest that 
Chekhov’s plays are 
ntensively dramatic 
and Howard Davies’ new 
production of The Cherry 
Orchard - screened live from 
the National Theatre to the 
Greenwich Picturehouse 
earlier this month - is no 
exception. 

The greatness of his writing 
lies in the dialogue, in the 
tone and particularly here, in 
the powerful and prescient 
political symbolism. 

The play, first staged in 
1904, both identifies and 
foretells the strong social 
undercurrents flowing 
through Russian society at 
the beginning of the 20th 
century. When Ranyevskaya 
(Zoe Wanamaker) stubbornly 
refuses to acknowledge 
the severity of her financial 
plight and the inevitable loss 
of her home and beloved 
cherry orchards, she surely 
represents the ultimate 
decline and fall of the Russian 
upper and upper-middle 
classes. Both the character 
and words of the radical but 
eternal student, Trofimov 
(Mark Bonnar) are eerily 
indicative of the revolution to 
come - the Tsar’s Guards firing 
on peaceful protesters in 1905 
and the abdication of the Tsar 
himself only a dozen years 
later. 

But Chekhov is much more 
than political symbolism, his 
light comedy and farce never 
far from the surface. James 
Laurenson as Ranyevskaya ’s 
older brother is both amusing 
and absurd, constantly hiding 
from reality with irrelevant 
diatribes and imaginary games 
of billiards: “yellow into the i 
middle pocket”. 

Tim McMullan turns 
Simyonov-Pischik, the 
endlessly-scrounging 
landowner into a bumbling 

are acontradiction in terms: 
Ranyevskaya now stubborn, 
self-absorbed charismatic 


fool, now broken hearted 
mother and penniless wretch; 
Lopakhin (Conleth Hill], the 
merchant, at one moment 
assuaging his filial revenge 
the next declaring his undying 
love. 

Wanamaker conveys her 
emotional dilemma with 
great sensitivity but it is 
Laurenson who catches the 
eye, ultimately losing himself 
in his own make-believe 
world. Claudie Blakely 
(Ranyevskaya ’s adopted 
daughter] is equally strong, 
resolutely and with feeling 
awaiting a marriage proposal 
that she knows will never 
to arrive. Despite some 
irritatingly anachronistic 
dialogue - such as people 
"earning 25-30k a year” from 
Australian writer Andrew 
Upton and a surprising 
absence of cherry trees, the 
production is excellent, the 
Bunny Christie designed 
set, particularly impressive. 
Howard Davies has directed 
a series of successful 
productions at the National 
from Gorky’s Philistines to 
Bulgakov’s The White Guard, 
and once again he captures 
that distinctive Chekhovian 
mood. As the estate is closed 
up, the old family retainer 
Firs (Kenneth Cranham) is 
inadvertently shut in, his way 
of life, literally in his case, 
consigned to the past. 

A demanding but ultimately 
rewarding night out. 8/10
